EXTENDED MODE 
REVITISITEG

The following is a re-print of the @ 
article on this subject by our Jack 
Armstromg in the December 85 issue 

of THE FLOTTER. 


When you want to put a color Command 
into a line so it will be printed on 
screen in a color, you do not have 
to use the INK command. 


Instead, you can imbed the color 
command in the line itself by using 
the CAPS/SHIFT & the SYMBOL/SHIFT 
together enter the EXTENDED MODE. 
Then hold down the CAPS/SHIFT & 
press the key representing the color 
of your choice. 


This will imbed the color command 
just in front of the character that 
is the ist one to print in that 
color. Then continue typing the 
characters until you are ready to 
change back to BLACK. Then go into 
the EXTENDED MODE again and, while 
holding down the CAPS/SHIFT key 
again, press the BLACK key. This 
returns you to the ordinary way of 
Hlack Letters again.

This 18 an interesting way to set 
off your REM statements so that they 
are eye-grabbers on the screen.

I purchased issue # 1 to Learn about 
this new venture in publishing this 
novel magazine. The publishers 
stated policy is to provide articles 
about the T/S world and provide 
quality programs, mainly in machine 
language. The editors propose about 
139 programs in 12 issues. 


The magazine format starts with an 
explanation of publishing policy, 
has an article on the Wafadrive, and 
includes a section on program 
instructions. Aan index is provided. 


The instrucions include a List of 

programs, Loading time from tape, 

program type, author, and program 
escription. This issue has 28 
inutes of tape time in duplicate. 


The List of programs is rather 
impressive for the first issue, 3 
sound and music, 1 sound/graphics, 
7 games, word process for 2048 
printer, and a renumber routine. 


Due to a minimal amount of BASIC the 
user cannot readily adapt these 
programs te change or use within 
another program. Nor can much 
program study he accomplished. Qne 
clever use of a POKE is used for 
breaking the program to permit a 
copy to he made. S: my article on 
killing a LOAD instrucion where 2 
key word is required to make a LOAD.
